latest from the Cyclone Country. 
CHICAGO, April 3.—The News' Mnncie, Ind., 


special says: The cyclone which destroyed Oak- 
ville day before yesterday was more extensive 
tbnn at first reported, devastating a distance of 
ten miles. It is learnpd that the tjack extended 
twenty miles, sweeping everything before it. 
There were numerous other casualties, but as 
far as heard no additional fatalities. Turner 
Johnson, a boy of Oakville, whose skull was 
crushed, died today, and Jeff Hoover cannot 
live. The loss in the county outtide of Oakville 
is estimated at $160,TOO. Reports have been re- 
ceived of fifteen farmers whose hous*s and barns, 
mostly good ones, were totally destroyed and 
themselves and families more or l»ss ir.jured, a 
few seriously. One farmer had 75 acres of fine 
timber blown down, and farm implements along 
the entire track of the storm were blown into 
splinters.

Brj. PAUL, April 4.—A. E. Johnson, the North- 


western emigration agent, has returned from an 
extended trip through the Bed river valley. He 
visited many farmers and business men of the 
valley, and says the snow is fast disappearing 
and seeding will commence earlier this season 
than usual, about the first of the week. Many 
farmers are hiring hands for that purpose and 
paying from $20 to 825 per month. The land 
offices at Crookston is filled nearly all the time 
with ^and hunters, who are chiefly from eastern 
Canada and the old eastern states. A big saw 
mill company is organized at Grand Forks, 
which will be capable of sawing 125,000 feet of 
lumber. The trains from there to Devil's Lake 
are ci-owded with land speculators and settlers. 
The townships in Nelson county, on the bound- 
ary line of Dakota and Manitoba, which have 
recently been opened for settlement, are being 
rapidly populated. A great many Canadians 
are dissatisfied with Manitoba and are crossing 
the line.

These would-be settlers are for the most part 
set of people, who from the very first were 


always innocent of any intention of becoming 
genuine settlers. Their only object in getting 
hold of the IM d is to make a big stake, on the 
first oppoitnni y, and skip. 


Were it not: or the positive injury which this 


silly conduct i iflicts npou those who wonld be 
only too glad t > occupy the land in good faith, 
we might almo ^t laugh at the ludicrous figures 
such people m ike of themselves by giving such 
obvioi-B proof if how far they have been left by 
their would-be smartness, as is involved in the 
asking of the ; oregoing question. 


If they sell < nt as they are almost certain to 


do, they returi home and give the country a 
bad name, or 1 oaf until they are penniless, and 
then gladly ac icpt service, probably on the very 
land with whii h they have so foolishly parted, 
they become 1; borers where they ought to be 
bosses.

And th: t warmly and elegantly dressed 
lady by his sit e less than four years ago had to 
count the po atoes before she prepared the 
meal,1 eat the i ew they had shonld be eaten before 
they could aff :>rd to buy more. Potatoes being 
all they had tt live upon for days together. His 
well built he use, well stocked farm, splendid 
team, buggy : nd wagons, for none of which 
does he owe o IB cent, are all but so many sub- 
stantial troph ies of the way in which himself 
and family m ;t and overcame those trials and 
difficulties w lich are inseparable from settle- 
ment in a nev conntry,accompanied by poverty. 


It is such p :ople as these who build up your 


new states. '. 'heir industry covers the dreary 
prairie with r .ch fields of life sustaining, gold 
bringing grai i and gladdens the eyes of the 
weary travele • with the sight of h|ppy, smiling 
homesteads, where the goddess, of content- 
ment, decked in her bright crown of bounteous 
plenty vies with the fair goddess of liberty in 
her efforts to gladden the, heart of man. 


Let every n aw settler remember that it is 


Uncle Sam's i leaire that such of his nephews 
and nieces wt o accept his gift of land shonld do 
so in good fa th and not with fraudulent intent.

THE receipt of a copy of the boom edi- 


tion of the TurBtruE moved the Newark, 
N. J., Advertiser to pay our city this neat 
compliment: "The settlement and devel- 
opment ;of new states at the west are 
among those remarkable features in the 
extension of the United States that can 
hardly be realized at this distance. Some 
of these states possess an area equal to 
Switzerland, Saxony. Bavaria or Belgium, 
yet they form themselves into self-gov- 
erning communities with as little effort 
as the creation of a village or the starting 
of a factory. Dakota, one of the fairest 
of the future sisterhood, sends us greet- 
ing through an eight page daily paper 
published at Bismarck, the capital, which 
stands where, twenty years ago, was only 
the primeval wilderness. It is on the 
east bank of the Missouri river, in the 
centre of the territory, and on the direct 
line of the Northern Pacific railroad. 
There are few territories more promising 
than Dakota, and no young ciiy that is 
making such strides as Bismarck. It is 
being built up it brick and stone aad al- 
ready possesses some magnificent bu4- 
ness blocks, with private dwellings that 
tell of opulence and taste.

THE BISMARCK 


Story of a Wreck. 


H. F. Douglas returned from New lork Bator- 


day evening and related to an eager audience the 
details of the railroad accident through which 
he recently passed. He states that there was no 
Obstruction on the track, bnt that the locomotive 
exploded while running at the rate of 40 miles 
an hour. The engineer, who had been in the 
service 28 years, was blown 400 feet and in- 
stantly killed. The car next to the locomotive 
passed completely over its wreck and other cars 
including the sleeper in which Mr. Douglas wan 
sweetly snoring went tumbling down a SO foot 
embankment. The car alighted on top of the 
prostrate engine, the drive wheels of which came 
crashing through the sides uncomfortably close 
to Mr. Douglas' berth. Fortunately none of the 
passengers were killed, but Mr. Douglas still 
wears a scar which gives testimony to the bruises 
that he received. With nothing on bnt an 
abreviatnd and unmentionable garment he man- 
aged to crawl out ot a window and for two hours 
was busily engaged in hunting bis clothes and 
picking powdered glass out of his hair. He was 
the second to escape from the wrecked car, and 
upon emerging found everything dark and as 
still as death. At first he thought everyone bnt 
himself bad been killed, but upon calling out 
was greeted with responses. He was also of the 
impression that the car had fallen through a 
bridge, and in jumping from the window struck 
ont as if to swim, bnt instead landed in a bank 
of soft clay that in the night time appeared like 
water. The last person removed from the car 
was an old lady weighing about 250 pounds. 
She was urged to harry out as there was danger 
of the car taking fire, bnt coolly replied: "I 
ain't coming out of this car until I get my cor- 
sets on." 


Queen Victoria Bereaved. 


LONDON, March 28.—Prince Leopold, fourth 


and youngest son of Victoria, died suddenly at 
2 o'clock this morning at Cannes. The queen 
received the news of the duke of Albany's death 
this afternoon. She was profoundly affected. 
The prince died in a fit as ha was on* the point 
of starting for Darmstadt to attend the wedding 
of his niece, Princess Victoria of Hesse. The 
prince of Wales was visiting the earl of Lefton, 
and received the news on the Aintree race 
course. He retuned at once to London. The 
horses '"Spectrum" and "Oollander' were weighed 
for the race, bnt the duke of Montiose and Sir 
George Chetwyn refused to run them. Marle- 
borongh house is besieged with people calling to 
express their condolence. Sir Henry F. Pon- 
sonby, private secretary to her majesty, tele- 
graphs from Windsor to the London bureau of 
the associated press: "The queen is very deeply 
distressed at the terrible news, but has borne it 
as well as could be expected." Major General 
Sir John Cowell, master of the queen's house- 
hold, proceeds at once to Cannes to bring the 
Duke of Albany's remains to England. The 
cnrfeiiv bell at Windsor castle was tolled at 7:30 
this evening. The blinds at Buckingham pal- 
aca are drawn. The Duke of Albany had gone 
to Cannes only a few days ago for the sake of 
his health. Nothing serious was anticipated, 
He was looking fairly well and had been taking 
part in the festivities of the place, bat he had a 
severe chill which may have been the cause of 
the fatal fit. Neither the qneen nor Princess 
Beatrice will attend the wedding of Princess 
Victoria, of Hesse. Gladstone is most affected 
by the duke's death. Granville, foreign secre- 
tary of state, announced the death in the house 
of lords.

at Genoa. It is superbly situated on a 


seni-circular bay, surrounded by high hills, the 
houses extending to the top in places. The 
most remarkable • thing about Genoa is that it 
wa^ the birthplace of Christopher Columbus, 
and they h ive erected a fine modern monument 
to bis memory. As I g zed upon it I felt like 
taking off my hat and giving three cheers for 
Christopher. Prom here we went direct to 
Rome, the eternal city, and found it to be the 
meanest but most interesting city as far as ruins 
and antiquity are concerned. No on" can walk 
through the ruins and relics of bygone ages 
without being impre-sed how time will destroy 
all things, even the hardest stone and the finest 
marble, and ones thoughts are involuntarily 
diverted from the enjoyment of .the present to 
the contemplation of the past, and the peculiar 
influence and shudder it brings upon you. The 
ruins also show that in size and architecture we 
have nothing at the present day to compare. 


THE COLOSSEUM, 


the largest theater and one of the most imposing 
structures in the world, is in an excellent stats 
of preservation for rains. It was completed by 
Titus in A. D. 80, and was inaugurated by glad- 
iatorial and other combats lasting 100 days, in 
which it is said 5,000 v\ild animals were killed. 
You, can see the ciged dens where they were 
kept now. The arena u so constructed that it 
could be flooded with water for naval combats. 
It contained seats for 87,000 spectators, and is 
one-jthird of a nulc in circumference. You can 
view it for the first time only with awe and 
wonder. It is written as a prophetic saying of 
the eighth century: 
"While stands the Colosseum, Borne shaU stand; 
When falls the Colosseum, Borne shall fall. 
And when Rome falls, with it ah-ll fall the 


]world." 
The ruins of the Pornm, the imperial palaces 


of Tiberius, Augustus and others on 'Palatine 
hill, are vary interesting. Here we saw them 
removing fine marble statues just found, that 
hadjbeen buried for ages. The ruins of the im 
mense baths of Titus and Cnracella, which next 
to the Colosseum are th^ most imposing of any- 
thing here, show that the old Romans must have 
kept themselves clean. The Pantheon is the 
oldest building of aty note that remains in a 
perfect state of preservation.

moved directly to the jail, where they began an 
attack on the front d..or.

Berner was removed after sentence 


this afternoon and is now on his way to Colum- 
bus, but if the mob gets in, the other murderer 
will be lynched.

EXPLANATORY NOTE.—A sh^rt time since 
WilliamBernerwas attested, charged witnthe 
murder of William KITK and by a jury, on 
II Teh 24th, was found guilty of manslaughter. 
'1 he verdict was declared privatelv, by thejudge 
who tried the ease, to be an outrage, and the 
jury, after leaving the court room, were hooted, 
at by the crowd with suggestions that thev 
should be hanged. Kirk was killed in his stable 
by the blow of a hammer, and robbed of §100 in 
money, put into a wagon and hauled off toward 
Cummunsiille and dumped in a small mill creek, 
{ wh-'re the bodv was found two days later. 
Joseph E. Palmer and William Berner con- 
fessed they did the murder and robber}-. On 
trial Beruer testified that Palmer did the actual 
murder, while he only looked on and got a share 
of the money. The verdict was universally con- 
demned, and public indignation meetings were 
held 
When it was known tha* he was sen- 
ten ed to only 20 years imprisonment, thefeel- 
ingbecame so great that an wttempt was made 
by ar ned mobes to rescue the prisoner from 
the officials \\hileenroute tor the penitentiary. 
The train was assailed but in the excitement 
Bernrr escaped, and after some time was by the 
officials recaptured, disguised, and taken 'back 
to the Cincinnati jail. In the attempted lynching 
several of the mob were fatally injured and ihe 
excitement increased. The htate militia was 
called out to suppress 
the mob which ' in 
the latest ftelegraphic 
reports of yesterday 
mo-ning numbered 10,000 people. 


Much of this news was not contained in the 
night dispatches to the associated press, and 
the above outline is given that the reader miy 
more clearly understand the following dis- 
patches:—ED ] 


Mobs and Riots. 


CINCINNATI, March 29.—During thr morning 


there was still a large crowd around the jail. 
The feeling has by no means been allayed by 
last night's tragedies and is growing, not only 
against the murderers, bat against the niilitia. 
The first bloodshed last night occurred in the 
tunnel leadirg to the jail from the court house. 
The further end of the tunnel was guarded by 
officers Nunn and Venseggern. As the soldiers 
approached by threes with guns pointed, Officer 
Venseggern threw up his hands and shouted "for 
God's sake don't shoot here, you'll kill your 
friends." Without heeding the warning- the 
command "fire" was given and a volley went 
rattling through the tunnel. Officer Nunn fell, 
pierced by four balls. Venseggern was shot in 
the side of the head. Several of the militia were 
shot by their own guns. For two hours there" 
after efforts were made on the outside to destroy 
Jne whole building.

Im- 
mense crowds have gathered there, and large 
plate glass windows are being 
crushed by 


boulders. This will give entrance to the yard 
and jail through the tunnel.
